Coines and Statutes : Face of Religion having ſuffer 
ed as many Changes as that of the Civil Government  #n- 
ſonmch, as the ſame Queſtion may be admitted upon a juſt 
Compariſon of the late and preſent Liturgies with the Firlt, 
which was ſtarted of Theſeus Ship , that was mended ſo 
often, as it became a Problem to all the Wits of Greece, 
whether it was the Same, ſince none of the Primitive Planks 
rewain'd. .

Upon the whole matter it appears , that ſuch DoGrines 
and Prattices as mow paſt for Popilh,were im the Beginning 

the Reformation, efteew'd ro other then the genuine 
Doctrine and Prattices of the Church of England, by 
Law Eſtabliſhed. Yr for Inſtance, that of Communion 
in One Kind, «tf lesft in ſome Caſer of Neceſſity > for ſo 
much appears from the Statute of 1 Edw. VI. Requiring 
that Sacraments be commonly Adminiſtred in Both Kinds,if 
Neceſſity does not require otherwiſe By which it is evi- 
dent, that they took it for no Precept tv Communicate in 
Both Kinds, for no Neceſlity car lye to break « flat Pre- 
cept. - Nor does it leſs appear , from the Rubrick in the 
Liturgy, which ſays, notwithſtanding the Diviſion of the 
Wafer-Cake, men are not to take it, that CHRIST 3s 
more ix the whole, and leſs in the lels. For if CHRIST 
be whole in Particle' of the Hoſt, certainly be is 
whole iz the whole Hoſt ; and by conſequence, if he be 
whole i each kind, Communion ix One Kind canwot be 
called truly Half 4 Sacramemt: To this we may add, 
that of Invocation of Angels, Pang Cranmer, Rid- 
ley (as Invocation of Saints wes allowed by Bilney and 
Latimer, in their diſtinguiſhing between Mediators of Re- 
demption end Interceſſion, and granting that the later 
might be Prayed to, as ſuch Mediators.

16145-P-93 which cannot but be wery grateful News and an unſpeak» © 
able Comfort to all their Flock at once, Since it ſeems it is 
aneven Wager, whether they are All Damned or Saved : 
Als it paſſes a profound Complement upon the Reformation 
and Reftormers , ſhall I ſay, or the Holy Gholt by which 
they Atted , who it ſeems bad Tawght thew that Prayer for 
the Dead, Chryſomes evd Extreme Union, were agree- 
able tothe Word of God, and to the Ulſages of the Pri- 
mitive Church, 4nd that the Maſs was brought by theey, 
eventothe very Uſe as CHRIST left it, as the Apoltles 
uſed it, axd as the Holy Fathers delivered it ; Until ſuch 
time, as Calvin forſooth had better infiruted the Refor« 
mers , that I maynot ſay the Holy Gholt, that the ſame 
were Reliques of the Popilſh Leaven,end as = to be left out 
of tke New Liturgy, which came ont three years after 
Anno 1552. As they were accordingly. 
Soit was, that the Firſt Reformers had the ill luck to 


venture on the work of Reformation, without conſulting the 
Oracle 
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Oracle of the Reformation : And Calvin 1cking pet that 
they advird with the Holy Ghoſt rather than with Him ; 
what conld the Church of England do leſ+,being thus unhap- 
pily in the good Mans Diſpleaſure, but to Court his Favour, 
fairly lay afide the Holy Ghoſt's Liturgy, to make way in 
good Manners for Mr. Calvin's. Till in the end, after 
fo'many New Liturgies, they came to have None at all. 
For it is very obſervable, that the more the Church of Eng. 
land has enlarg'd her PhylaQeries and made broad her 
Fringes, the more ſhe has betrayed her Nakedneſs , her 
Diſfenters having ftill increaſed upon her, in proportion'to 
ber multiplying her Liturgies : For as by changing her 
Old Liturgies for New, fe lof# the Company of the Old 
Papiſts-49 Court the Old Non-conformiſts, /> by changing 
theſe again for Newer, at length fhe lofF, even the Company 
of the New Non-conformiſts. Nor #r the Succeſs to be 
wordred at ; forif men once came to be ſobold as to find 
fawlt with the Firſt which was the Work of God, much 
more-would they venture to be bolder with the Later, which 
were own'd to be but the Works of Men. If the Firſt Re- 
formers were in the Wrong, what Aſſurance have we, ſay 
8he Diſſeaters, that the Later who boaſt not the ſame Holy 
Spirit, are ## theRight? Or if the Firlt' were ſo Blind, 
& to ſpy but ſome Errors of Popery 3 who knows whether 
their Heirs, who are but the Blind led by the Blind, have 
diſcover'd all the Errors of the Reformation ? Jince 
f _ Fate attends all later Reformations wpors the 
Firlt, which »ſes to follow the Attempts of cnring the 
Streams where the Spring is Impure, or of ſupporting 4 
Building, whoſe Foundation is in the Sands. For the 
ſelf ſameReaſons and Motives, which the Firlt Reformers of 
Popery make uſe of to colowr Schiſm their frow the Church 
of Rome, theſe Reformers = Reformation ſerve thews- 
ſelves of to colour their Schiſm from the Church of Eng- -

Thus he 
and ſo long before him 5. Cypries in the fore- 
cited Epiſtle to Cecilizs; who calls it our Lords 
Tradition, and as ſuch, requires it to be obſerved. 
Dominice Traditio  ſervetur. Upon which occa- 
ſion the late Biſhop of Chefter , 1n his Edition of 
that Father, being otherwiſe at a loſs to Defend 
their Half-Cup, of Wine without Water, is driven 
in his Notes on that Epiſtle, to ſerve himlelf of 
one or two wretched Pallations ; as firft, he Notes 
the different practice of the Greeks and Latines ih 
the mingled Chalice, obſerving from Balſamos that 
the Greeks _— Warm Water, as the Latines, 
Cold; But will any gather a concluding Conſe- 
quence from hence, for Neither? In fome late 
Cowncils it is left indifferent, to Adminiſter Bap- 
tiſm in Warm Waiter, or Cold ; now will any'take 
occaſion from hence to Adminiſter it in No Water. 
This Refuge failing him, his next Evaſion is yet 
more frigid. He fays, The Canon only requires 
Modicum Aque ; as if in his Logick, None t all, 
and 10 Little, as next to None,” were all one. Let 
us try the force of his Argument in another In- 
ſtance, That is, in his own Church-Cuſtom of 
Baptizing by a {lender Sprinkling., ſince the Non- 
uſer of Immerſion. It may be laid alike, that-there 
is but Modicum Aque. And then making the fame 
Inference, that Noxe, ahd what is ſo Lirtle, as

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vext. to. None, - cames all-to one. And ſo by one 
and the ſame Argument, our Bleſſed Lords Inſtits- 
tion, may be evacuated both in-the Ore , and in 
the Other Sacrament at once.

And as being of that Reputation and Authority 
with Biſhop Forbes, Biſhop Bramhal/, and the 
more Celebrated Writers of the Engliſh Pro- 
teſtants ; as that they doubt not to challenge him 
for their Own. 

More plainly yet, that the Maſs is a Sacrifice 
for the Dead ; meaning by the Dead, even the 
Souls in Purgatory, is no lels evident than that it is 
a Sacrifice for the whole Church ; if we receive John 
Wickliffs Definition of the whole Church, who tells 
us, that Geners! Holy Church is the Congreg ation of 
CHRIST, that is Head, and all good Angels in 
Heaven, and all Men and Women in Earth, or in 
Purgatory, that ſball be ſaved aud no more. Thus 
Wickliff, who liv'd in the year, 1371. in his 
Treatiſes againſt the Orders of Begging Fryars,

Again , This Devotion we do gladly profets to 
owe to good Angels (he ſpeaks here in the Name 
of his Church) that though we do not Pray unto 
them, yet we do Pray to God for the Favour of 
their Aſiftance and Protetion; and Praiſe God 
for the Proteitien that we have from them. That 
Faithful Patriarch; of whom the whele Church ot 
God reccives Denomination, knew what he faid, 
when he gave this Bleſſing to his Urand-Children :

Sure I am, if it were an 
implicite Prayer, and the Awgel mention'd a Cres- 
ture (it ſeems he is not ſure of the Contrary ) yet 
the Intention was no other then to Terminate | be 
Prayer to God, who Bleſſes us by his Agel (which 
isa kind of Popiſh Logick , in behalf of a Popib 
Prattice.) He -- yet further, we come 
ſhort of our Duty to thele Bleſſed Spirirs (ſays he) 
if we entertain not in our hearts an high and vene- 
rable Conceit of their wonderful Majefty, Glory 
and Greatneſs, and .an awful acknowledgement 
and reverential Awe of their Preſence ; an Holy 
Joy todo ought that might Caule them, to turn 
away their Faces in Dyſlike from us.

Nay, as much one of 
the Firſt Reformers, as even they Themſetves, if we may 
believe forme Proteftant Writers : , if Trotes 
teitant he were ; yet as far as we can learn from this, and 
the fore-going Þ aſſage, not a Proteſtant ar leaſt, according 
to the Form of the late Tef.

To 
whom we may add the Teſtimon yo Bahop Forbes,who 
Iaving ſpoken of the Evidence of the Patriarch Cyril, 
ſubjoyns theſe words, Sed guicquid hac de re ſenſerit Cy-' 
rillus, certam eff recentiores Gracos Tranſubſtantiationis 
Opinione non fuifſe, neq, etiammum eſſe omnino Alicnos. 
Hoſce autem Omnes Chriſtiane Pietatis Cultores, Hzrelcos 
aut Erroris Exitialis damnare, magne profeito oft Aur 
dacie & Temeritatis, Forbeſii Conſiderationes Facifice &

After the Abrenunciations (in the preſent Liturgy) fol- 
low certain ſhort Prayers, O merciful God, &c. which I 
conceive to be the ſame in Subſtance, with the Antienr 
Exorciſms, which were certain Prayers taken out of 


Holy Scripture, Cyril cap. 2. and com pot the Church. 


CONC. CARTH. 4. c. 1. for the Diſ; of the Per- 
ſon to be Baptiz'd, who being Boys 1n Six, 1s under the 
Devils Tyranny, from which the Church by her Prayers 
endeavours to free him: And fo ayailable they were, 
thatoftentimes thoſe that were Corporally poſſeſſed ; were 
freed by them, Cyprian Epiſt. —_y thereupon Cyr#/, 
Nazianzen, Gennadius and others, earneſtly perſuade not 
to deſpiſe the Churches Exorciſmes. That it was Antient 
to uſe theſe Exorciſmes before Baptiſm, Nazianzen, in 
Lavacrum, S. Cyprian, Epiſt* JESS Gennadius witnels, 
who ſays that it was oblerv'd, Uniformiter in wniver/o 
Mundo , Uniformly throughout the whole World. 
Thus Sparrows Rationale, on the Office of publick ant 

or 
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For Oyl i» Baptiſm ; fo far at leaſt, as that there is the 
ſame Reaſon for that, as for the Sign of the Croſs ; and 
ſince Both were praftis'd together by the Antient Church, 
ſo both ſhould either be practis'd together by the Preſent, 
or both diſcontinued. And for the Croſs out of Bap- 
riſe. 

——"M it be not fit to have ſome Diſcreet Rubric 
made, to take away all Scandal from ſignifying the Sign of 
the Croſs upon the Infants after Baptiſm,or Fi ſhall ſeem 
more Expedient to be quite Diſuſed, Whether this Rea- 
ſon ſhould be publiſh'd, that in Antient Liturgies no Croſs 
Was confines wpon the Þ arty, but where Oyle alſo was uſed ; 
And therefore Oy/ being now omitted, ſo may allo that 
which was Concomitant with it, the Sign of the Croſs. 
This Propoſal I find among other Conſiderations on the 
Common-Prayer, (Conſid. 20.) in the Proceeding of ſome 
worthy and Learned Divines (as they are there call'd) 
appointed by the Lords to meet at the Biſhop of Lincolns 
in Weſtminſter , touching Innovations ( as they there 

le them/in the DoEtrine and Diſcipline of the Church 
of Exgland, Printed in the year 1641- The Subſcribers 
to which Reformation of the Reformation are, the Arch» 
biſhop of Armagh, (i. e. Uſber ;) Biſhop of Lincoln,: (1. e. 
Williams ;) Dr. Prideaux, (after Biſhop of Worceſter ;) 
Dr. Ward, Dr. Brownrig, (after Biſhop of Exeter ;) Dr. 

Featly, and Hacket, (atter Biſhop of Litebfie/d and Co-. 
ventry :) And as thele Reformers were no leſs iaclinable 
to the Oy/ than the C q ; the one being the Antient Conr 
comitant of the other ; fo is Dr. Reynolds in the Conference 
at Hampton-Court, more ready to approve the Ule of the 
Croſs out of Baptiſm than In it,as being in his Judgement; 
more «xdoubtedly Amtiext : For upon K. James's delire, 
"ro acquaint himielf with the Antiquity of the Uſe of the 
Croſs, Dr.:Reznolds contels'd it to have been ever fince 
the Apoſtles Times : But the difficulty was to prove it of 
| that 
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that Antievt Uſe in Baptiſm; for that at their go4 
Abroad, or Entring into the Chureh,or at their Prayers a 
Benedidtions it was us'd by the Antients, delir'd no great 
Proof ; but whether in Baptiſm, Amiquity approv it, 
was the doubt» So Dr. Raynolds, as I find it in the 
ſumme of that Conference, by Barlow Dean of Cheſter, in 
the year 1604. Thus far was he in the Right, that 
whatever Queſtion there may be, whether Bapriſms be 
the fame without the Croſs ; ſure there can be none, whe- 
the Croſs be the ſame without Baptiſm. 

And though in the cloſe of K. Edwards Liturgy, 'tis 
faid of Croſſing, as of the Tanſio Pettoris, or Knocking the 
Breait ; that they may be wſed, or left, as every Mans 
Devotion ſerveth, without Blame. Yet Montague in his 
Appello Ceſarem, denies not, that even the Primitive 
Chriſtians from their frequent YVeneration and Uſe of the 
Croſs, had the Style of Cracis Religiofi, or Worſhippers of 
the Croſs; and ſo far, if T miſtake not, was Bi Mont a> 
gue himlelf, a Worſhipper of the Croſs, as to Croſs himſelf 
as duely as he repeated that Petition in the Litany, Per 
Crucem & Paſſionem, By thy CROSS and Paſſion : Such 
Worſbippers of the Croſs were alſo Dr. Martin, (late Dean 
of Ely) and Dr. Eleazer Duncon, as they werenever wan- 
ting to prefix that Sign to their Writings and Papers : 
As appears in the Five Letrers of Dr. Martin publiſhed by 
Dr. Watſon in the year 1662. and in Dr. Eleazar Dwncon's 
TraCt bf Bowing towards the Altar : Beth grounding it 
on that of S. Pan/, 2 Theſſel. 3. 17. This is the Token of 
. me in every Epiſtle 3 fo T write, for their Warrant. 

But a more Zealous Worſhippey of the Croſs was Abbot 
AElfrike, as appears from the following Paſſage. *They 
* (4. e. the Iſraelites) markd with the Lambs Blood up- 
* on the Doors and the Upper-pofts, Tan, that is the Sign 
* of the Croſs ; and were fo defended from the Axget, 
*that kill'd the Eg yprian firf-born-Child, ( Exod. 12.7.) 
*And weought to Mark our Foreheads and our —_ 
wit 
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« with the Token of CHRISTS Rood (or Croſ7) that we 
may be alſo deliver'd from Deſtrucion ; when we ſhall be 
markd both on Forehead and alſo in Heart,with the Blood 
of our Lords Suffering : Thus Abbot Z!lfrike in the fore- 
cited Saxow Homily on Eaſter. Now as to Elfrikes 
Criticiſm on this Tags of Exod. 12. 7. and of the 
Letter Tay's being the Sign of the Croſs ; it may appear, 
that the Elder Trenſlators of the Engliſh Bible were, if 
not of the ſame Mind with him z yet not ſuch Di/emters 
from him as the Preſent, from collating their Margizal 
Note on a Parallel Place, viz. of Ezekzel 11. 4. The Lord 
ſaid unto bim ;, go through the midſt of the City, through 
the midſt of Jeruſalem ; and >þ« ſet « Mark - 9s the Fore- 
heads of the men that Sigh, and Cry for all the Abomina- 
tions that be done in the midſt thereof. Againſt which, the 
Older Engliſh Bibles had the Letter TAU in the Mgr 
gens, though the Zater leave it out, contenting theme 
ſelves only with the Reference to Exod.

two Side-poitFs, and the wpper Door-poſfts of the Iſraelites 

Howſes, were of the ſame Nature and Faſhion. 
he Sign of the Croſs, as we uſe it, isin ſome ſort a 
Means to work our Preſervation from Reprozch and 
CHRISTS Mark Surely the Mind, which as yet has 
not hardned it (elf in J;z, is ſeldom provoked thereun: 
to, in any groſs and grievous manner, but Natwres ſe- 
cret SuggeF#ion objeFeth againſt it Jynwowiny as a Bar : 
Which conceit being entred into that Palace of Mans 
Fancy, the Ggtes whereof have imprinted in them that 
Holy Sign, which bringeth forthwith to mind whatſo. 
ever CHRIST hath wrought, and We Vowed againſt Sim; 
it comes hereby to pals, that Chriſtian Men, never want 
a 
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a moſt Eff&8uel,though a Silent Teacher,to avoid whatſo- 
ever may deſervedly procure Shame. Let us not think it 
Superfluous that Chrift has his Mark apply'd unto that 
Part where Baſbſulnef appeareth ; in Token that they 
which are Chriftians, thould at no time be aſhew'd of his 
Ignominy : SO Hooker, Eccleſiaſtical Policy, lib. 5. p.162. 

Nor did the Uſe of the Croſs appear ſo indifferent to 
Dr. Dome the Dean of St. Paxls, upon Other Occaſions 
beſides thoſe remembred by Dr, Raynolds above; as is 
evident from the following inſtance : * Inthe Perſecuts- 
< ons (lays he) in the Primitive Church (and thereforein 
the Firft three Centuries) the Martyrs which were hur- 
«ried to Tumnultuary Executions, and could not be Heard 
« for Noiſe, in exculing themſelves of — and Sedi- 
C tion, and Crimes imputed to them, to e their Cauſe 
© odious,did uſe in Sight of the People (who might ſee a 
* Gefture, though they could not hear a Proteſtation) 
* to Sign themſelves with the Sign of the Croſs, to let 
« them know for what Profeſſion they Died 3 lo that (as 
© he concludes ) the Sign of the Croſs in that Uſe there- 
* of, in that Time, was an Abridgement and a Catechiſav 
6 of the whole Chriftian Religion : So he, in Serm. on 
Gen. 1- 26. Then which, there cannot be devis'd a more 
pregnant Teſtimony of the Import of the Croſs, in the 
F rimitive Times. |

The Sign of the Croſs was (o generally receivedin S. 
Anftins time, that he makes it a wonder, it any man 
ſhould be ignorant of it. Quid efF, quod omnes Nove- 
runt (Gays he, TreFat 118. in Johan) Signum CHRISTI, 
niff Crux CHRISTI ? What is that which all the World 
takes Notice of ? That Sign of CHRIST, what 1s it but 
the Croſs of CHRIST ? And (o highly was it eſteem'd 
by him, and the Floly- Men of that Age, that he profelles, 
unleſs it be added, Sive Frontibus Credentium, ſive ipf 
Aque, qua regenerantur, five _ quo ( briſmate _—_

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* Unleſs (ſays he) the Sign of the Croſs be uſed in Bap- 
© tiſm, and in Confirmation (for as he obſerves after, the 
Name of Chriſme both Councils and Father; give to Con- 
firmation) Nihil corn rite perficitur, None of them are 
Rightly performed : That 1s, according to the Orders 
=_- Rites of the Church, SoS. Anſiix, The Croſs there- 
fore, upon this, or the like Conſideration, is enjoyned 
to be uſed in Confirwation, in the Book of Common- 
Prayer ſet forth and allowed in Fdward the VI's Reign :

John the Apoſile having newly conſtituted a Biſbop in 

Aſia, delivered him a good! y proper Toung-Man (whom 

he hada great liking to) to be train'd up by him in 

Chriſtian Religion : The Biſhop took him, and brought 

him up with great Care and Diligence $73 nawmlor iguna 

and at laſt he Ezlightned him, that is, Baptiz'd him : 

The Biſhop having thus Baptiz'd this Young-man, com- 

mitted and commended to his Charge ; he had ſuch Care 

cf him, he gave him ſo good and (o Chriſtian Educa- 

cation, that at laſt he added 79 TtAuov @vagilytt! Thy op go- 

yiAe TE wiz, the Seal of the Lord, meaning Confirmati- 
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ow (which was. finiſh'd with 'the Sign of the Croſo) 
which was &: qvAa«lcior, 2s 2 Defence or ſafe-gxard from 
thoſe Powerful Enemies, Sin and the Devil (fo Chry- 
ſoſtome uſes the word) or as an Antidote againlt Poyſor 
(lo Fhyſitians call it) and T) TAwv QuAailygior , the laſt, 
the moſt perfe(# T)efence, he could add unto him, which 
was Confirmation; and therefore call'd, TA, the

For Prayer for the Dead. 


Dr. Fzlk acknowledges, that Ambroſe, Chryſoſtome and 
Anguſtine, allowed Prayer for the Dead ; and that Tertul- 
lian, Augnſtine , Cyprian, Hierom, and a great many 
More do witneſs, that Prayer for the Dead, is the Traditi- 
on of the Apoſtles. So he, Anſiver to a Counterfeit Ca- 
tholick, pag- 44. 

A Treatiſe publiſhed by the Froteflant Divines of 
Wittemberg in the year 1584. Intituled, Aa Theologo- 
rum Wittenbergenſium, &c. Afhrms that the Greek Church 
at this day believes Invocation of Saints, and Prayer for 
the Dead: Which is alſo confirm'd by the Teſtimony of * 
Sir Edwyn Sands in his Europe Speculum, p. 235. as is be- 
fore noted. 

And for the Lutherans, let them (peak for Themſelves, 
Scimus Veteres loqui de Orationes pro Mortuis, quan Nos 
non probibemns. Apol. Confeſ. Auguſian. We know the 
Antients ſpeak of Prayer for the Dead , which we forbid 
not. So the Apology for the Confeſſion of Auſpurg. 

The Book, called, The Inſtitution of a Chriftien Man, 
compoſed by the Biſbops,and the Clergy of the ( onvocation, 
and after it was Subſcribed by all their Hands , preſen- 
ted toK. Henry the VIIE in the year 1537. for his Royal 
Approbation, and ſet forth after under the Title of, 4 
neceſſary Dottrine for all ſorts of Peepl- in the year 1544. 
with a Preface before it in the Kings Name to all his S»bjefts, re- 
commending it to them as a ſure DireCtory in points of Doctrine, 
and of Pratice ; in the Cloſe concerning Prayer for the Dead, 

F 2 ſpeaks 
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ſpeaks thus, © Since RG. * 4, and the Book of Adaccabees, 
and alſo the Writings of the Antijene Doftors of the Church, con- 
firm it to be Wholſome and Pious, to Pray for the Dead. And be- 
cauſe this CuFom has continued in the Church from the Primitive 
Times, and even from thoſe of the Apoſtles themſelves ; for that 
very reaſon is it to be _—_— that Prayers for the Dead, are 
Acceptable to God; and not in the leaſt in Vain. And aſſuredly it 
isClear, that it is agreeable to Chriſtian Charity to recommend 
our Neighbours living or dead in our Prayers to God, and to in- 
vite others, /o to joyn with us in our Prayers; and to take care, 
that according to the C#omof the Church, and the Opinion of 
the Antient Fathers , we remember our Dead Brethren in onr 
Maſſes and Obits, and giving of our Dales. For ſuch kind of 
Things as they are of Uſe and Advantage for Them, for 
whom they are performed, ſo alſo they expreſs our Charity to 
the Dead, &c. Notwithſtanding their Zeal ſhown afterwards 
againſt the Abuſes of the Papacy, Purgatory, Indulgences, and the 
like: Thus theſe Biſhops and Clergy, concerning whom Biſhop 
Andrews in his Asſwer to Bellarmine 1s bold to ſay, that they were 
Viri ſummi eruditionis laude (quam late patet Orbis Chriſtianus) n0- 
tiſſims, &c. Extraordinary Men, and Celebrated for the Fame of their 
Learning, all over the Chriſtian World. Thus he c. 1. p. 23. of that 
Anſawer. Nor did He himſelf diſſent from hoſe Biſbops in this par- 
ticular. 20d ad Orationes & Oblationes pro DefunCtis atriner 
parum eſt quod eis Contradici queat, negari non potefF Conſuerudinem 
cam efſe Vetuſtam, &c. So he in his Anſwer to Perrons Reply. As to 
Prayer and Oblatzons for the Dead(fays he ) there is tittle to be ſaid 
againſt them : It cannot be deny'd to be an Antient Cuſtom. 

That they were in Uſe for the Three, or Foxr firſt Centuries, is 
owned by Uſher in his Anſwer to Malone. 

Nay, Calvin himſelf could-not deny but that they were moſt 4n- 
tient, even at the ſame inſtant, when he Reformed them out of K. 
Edwards Liturgy. 

When any Party is Departed , does the Bel! ring out his 
Knell, that Others may take notice, and thank God for his De- 
liverance out of this Vale of Miſery ? Or, as the Antient Church 
uſed, — him with Izterceſſion unto Gods Pr Seat ? 
Both which 7olling and Rin ng out, be in many places Neglefed. 
This is an Article, among the tore-cited Articles of Biſhop Aſonta- 
g#e's Viſucation;for the Dioceſs of Norwich in the year 1633.76. 
of Sacraments and Sacramentals. Nor is it to be forgotten that this 
is the ſame BiſhopMontagne, whoſe Mentory Dr. Martin Dean of 
Ely profeſſes ever to Reverence,as of a Perſon —_—_— Lear- 
ning, Judgment and Authority, (in matter of Church-Hi/icry _ 
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Antiquity) as any that has Adorned the Chriftian Church in this 
our Age. Thus Dr. Martin in his 5 Letters publiſhed by Dr. War- 
ſon, in the year 1662. Letter 2. 

Such were the Articles of Enquiry in the Viſitation: of thoſe 
days: And accordingly ſuch was the Open Pralice of ſome, even 
in their Palpies, as it was pleaded for by others in the Schools, For 
among the /rmovations (as they term them) i= Dottrine, noted in 
the fore-cited Copy of the Proceedings of Archbiſhop Uſher, Dr. 
Prideaux, Dr. Ward, Dr. Browning, Dr. Featly and Dr. Hackst at 
the Biſhop of Lincolns (Williams's) in Weſt minſter in the year 1641. 
I find this remembred. Some have introduced Prayer for the Dead 
as Mr. Brown in his Printed Sermon, and ſome have coloured the 
Uſe of it with Queſtions in Cambridge and diſputed, that Preces pro 
Defunttis, non ſuppohrunt Purgatorium, So they Innovat. 7, And it is 
very probable they took up this Cavil from the Libeller Burton, 
who in his ewo Sermons and Apology 2636. raiſes the ſame Com- 
plaint againſt Brown on the ſame ſcore. To whom Dr. Heylir 
returns this-in his Defence. Browns Prayer before his Sermon if 
you are agrieved at, you may find the very Clauſe Yerbatim in K. 
Edward: firft Liturgy, Anno 1549. which in that very Af of Par- 
liament wherein the Second was Confirmed , is ſaid to be 4 v 
Godly Order, agreeable to the Word of God, and the Primitive Church. 
Thus Heyln, in his Anſwer to Burton, cap. 6. 

And that theſe Prayers for the Dead had preſerved their Place 
and Eſteem in the preſent Liturgy, is the Wiſh of Forbes Biſhop of 
Edenburgh ;, nor can he forbear falling into a juſt and free Expo- 
ſtulation with the Church of England, for Diſſenting from the 
Antient Church, in her leaving them out; for upon Occaſion of 
remembring thoſe Formes in the Communion-Office, as well as in 
that of the Burial of the Dead in K. Edward's Litnrgy, he has 
theſe words, Haſce Preces Antiquiſſimas & Piiſſimas, Buceri. aljo- 
rumg; monitus & Concilio, poſtea Preſules Eccleſiz Anglicanz ex- 
prnxere, aut in Aliam, neſcio quam Forman, hodiernam Novitatem 
redolentem convertere : l{ſaacus Caſaubonus in Reſpon. ad Epitt. 
Card. Perronii, nomine Sereniſſime Su, Britanniz ſcripts Affirmar 
bunc Ritum Orandi pro Mortuits Eccleſiam Anglicanam, & fs non 
damnet in Primis Seculis, hodie ramen ſibi non putare retinendum,&Cc. 
P+ 54- And then proceeds as follows, Sed wtinam Eccleſia Anglica- 
na, qae ſingularem certe alioqui meretur Laudgm ; ob magnam multis 
alizs 1n Rebus, & fi forte non paris Momenti, Moderationem adhibitam,

© what Turn, more favouring of Modern Novelty. Iſaac Canſa- 
© bon (as he goes on) inan Anſwer of his, in the Name of the 
©K. of Great Britain made to Cardinal Perrons Letter, ſays, That 
© the Church of England, although ſhe condemns not the Praftice 
© of Prayer for the Dead in the Firſt Centuries, ( io early then it” 
© was in Uſe} yet ſhe thinks it not Expedient for her to retain 
© that Uſage at this day, Cc. p. 54, &c. (a fair Confeſſion of her 
Renouncing the Primsive Church, after all her boaſted Preten- 
ſions to it :) With which An/wer the Ziſhop not at all ſatisfied, 

oceeds as follows. © But it were to be wiſhed that the Church 
© of England, (fays he) which otherwiſe merits no ſmall Praiſe 
© for her great Moderation ſhown in many other Things, and 
© thoſe perhaps not of the ſame Moment ; had on this Occaſion and 
© ſome Others Conformed to the moſt Antient Pratice of the Uni- 
© »erſal Church, rather than for ſome Errors and Abuſes that crept 
© in after by degrees, to the great Scandal of almoſt all other 
© Chriſtians ;, abſolutely to have Renonnced, and entirely Re- 
©moved this V/age. So Biſhop Forbes, the firſt Biſhop of Eden- 

. burgh, who held that eſteem with K. Charles the I, That, upon 
the Archbiſhop of $. Andrews enquiry at the Xing's firſt Ereftion 
of Edenburgh into an Epiſcopal See, Whom his Majeſty deſigned 

for that Promotion : Who (fays his Royal Maſter freely) hut For- 
bes ? Worthy (as you your ſelf well know) to fill a. greater Chair. 

To paſs nearer yet to our Times. In the -Copy of her Royal 
Highneſs, the late Dutcheſs of York's Motives, ſet forth by Royal 
Authority, in the year 1586, Weare aſſured upon the Word of 
that Excellent Princeſs: * That having ſome —_— with Two of 
© the beſt Biſhops we had'in 'Exglaxd, (that is Sheldon A. B. of Can- 
terbury, and Blandford B. of Worceſter, as the Margent acquaints 
us) © They'both told her, there were Many _— in the Roman 
© Churth, which (it were very much to be Wiſhed, they are their 


© own Words) We had kept ; as Confeſſion, which was no doubt, 
* Commanded by God : That Praying for the-Dead, was one of the 
© Antient Things in Chriſtianity. Nor do they ſtay here, -but add, 
©That for their Parts, they 44 it Daily, though, they- wonld 
© not own it. "From which frank Conicirion it appears, that thoſe 
two Prelates were good Invilihle Carholicks at the fame time in 
their Cloſers, .and good Viſible Proteff ants, in their Churcher, 


But 
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But what was the ConcealedP.:ice of theſe Prelates in Cor- 
ſeems to have been the Open and Avowed Pradtice or Opi- 
nion of Qchers of the ſame Communion, who have not ſtuck to 
; make as Solemn Mourn and Lamentation for theſe /oſf Devotions, 
as for their loſt Friends. Such was the above-named Biſhop For- 
bes, to whom we may add the Learned Herbert Thorndike, late 
Prebend of Weſtminſter, who in his laſt Manuſcript-Paper, writ- 
ten before his Death under his own Hand, was bold to Note 
and Bewail it as « Defett inthe Reformation, that it wanted Prayers 
for the Dead : But what the Reformation wanted, he took Care to 
ſupply for his own Particular, by leaving this Epitaph behind him, 
when he was Buried in Wefminſter, of which Church he was Pre- 
bend. Hic jacct Herbertus Thorndike, quondam hujus Eccleſie Pre- 
bendar ins. <Q Vruus , veram Rationem & Modum Reformande 
Eccleſie, Precibus Studii/q; proſequibatur. Tu Leftor Requiem ei 
in CHRISTO, & beatam Reſurrettionem precare. Here lyes Her- 
bert Thorndike, ozce Prebend of this Church: Who Living, pur- 
ſued the true Way and Method of Reforming the Church by his 
Prayers and Studies, Thou Reader Pray for bis Requiem in CHRIST, 
and Happy Reſurrettion. So equal a Keconciler was he betwixt the 
Carbolilh; and Proteſtants , that Eraſmus-like, he hung between 
both ; for it the Prote#tants had him Living, he gave himſelf 
Dead to the Catholicks : And as his Epitaph begins ( like Himſelf 
with _—_— of the Church ;, ſo it ends (lik? Himſelf ) wit 
Reforming of the Reſormation, 
More briefly and plainly yet Dr. Barrow late Eiſhop of S Aſaph 
(90 could not be frighted from this praftice, though he died 
nring the Heat of the late Plot) Ora, pro AnimaMea. And though 
. both their Epiraphs met with the like Fate, to be Buried together 
with their A»tbors; yet may it ſeem a Work of ſome Piety to 
ive them that Keſurreftion, which they ſo carneſtly wiſhed for 
bemſelves, 


For Communions (or Maſes) for the Dead. 


A Latin Copy of the Service- Book, Printed 2 Eliz. has in it an 
Office for Communions at Burials (Celebratio Cane Demint in Fune- 
b/ibus, &c.) And Offertorics at Birials did leſt to be Frequent (if 
they were Conſiderable Funerals) to the middle of K. James his 
Reign. Nor is the fore- mentioned Commurion Office to be paſs'd 
over, asa Celebration that ſtole out from a Private Hand without 
Anthority.
